This is a = 
real VFO destabilizer. The cure is to take a hair drier, remove any =

Let the VFO cool, and repeat twice = 
more. If the epoxy is your problem, this will reduce your drift.

I was not happy with the "feel" - too loose and touchy for easy tuning - of 
the ten turn pot I added to my Norcal 40A so I removed the knob and started 
thinking about a way to make it feel more solid, have more resistance to 
turning and not be so touchy. There are two recesses in the back of the 
knob. I cut a piece of heavy felt (swiped from the xyl's sewing box) that 
just fit the recess. The piece is about 1 x 2 inches but just cut to fit ( 
you'll need two ). Fold the felt piece in half and carefully stuff it into 
the recess so that the folded end is sticking out. A small tuning tool 
helped get the felt tucked in nice and straight. Be sure the felt fills the 
recess and sticks out about 1/8" to 3/16". Now do the same for the other 
recess. Install the knob and try turning it. If it is too stiff then back 
the knob off the shaft a tad. Too loose, then push it back in a bit. I am 
delighted with this simple mod. The tuning knob now has just the right 
feel. It is not at all touchy and feels much more like a big rig knob. I 
did not glue or otherwise fasten the felt, the pressure will hold it in (and 
I can replace it easily too). Let me know what you think if you try this. 73

The difference between "constant tone" reading and the reading when sending 
code is due mostly to the fact that it is an "average reading" Wattmeter -- 
so you are seeing the "average" power when sending CW. There is an easy 
conversion to make it a "peak" reading Wattmeter (most useful for SSB 
operation but works for CW as well) which you can get from the QRP-L WEB 
site (its under "Hints and Kinks"). If you don't have WEB access, send me 
an SASE for a copy.

Actual power out is 2 watts, as indicated on a steady carrier. The 1 watt 
represents 

average power for the duty cycle of the CW dots and dashes. If continuous dots are 
sent, the duty cycle would be 50%, for an average power of 1 watt. The peak output 
power is always 2 watts, but the meter movement and circuitry kinda averages the 
intermittent transmissions out. I have one, and yes it is a nice unit. Quality 
that is a great buy for the price. The only thing I had to redo was the length 

of the recommended RG58A/U cable lengths. The length, and particularly the strip 
lengths needed to be measured in the case to get a nice, neat fit. It also has 
knobs that match my S&S TAC-1 perfectly! What a deal! I'm gonna buy more OHR 
stuff!
